Was in Charge of Machine Gun 
Section at Ypres When 
Wounded

ii teas Oct. 28.—Captain R, 

Tupper, son of Sir Charles Hibbert 
Rioeet of Vancouver, passed through 
Winnipeg tonight en route to 
home in Vancouver. ‘During his stay 
of 45 minutes here the relatives and 
friends of the returned captain visit- 
ed him, and were grieved to find that 
the captain's wounds were such that 
he was unable to move from the posi- 
tion he was lying in. 

Captain Tupper was in charge of 
the machine gun section of the Sea- 
forth Highlanders at Ypres when he 
received his wounds. In this battle 
his brother-in-law, Captain Cecil Mer- 
rit, of Vancouver, was killed .and Cap- 
tain Tupper himself received injuries 
which laid him very close to death's 
door. He received a number of bul- 
let wounds in the thigh and groin, 
and had the heel of his left foot com- 
pletely shot away. ‘The thigh-bone 
was shattered, and during the many 
Months: herkert-spertrertne tospitals 
‘a, England he has undergone several 
operations for the removal of the 
pleces of the bone, Finally gangrene 
set in, and the wounder officer under- 
went terrible agony.
